It will be 
entitled “Essays in Biography and Criticism,” and will embrace, among 
others, articles on Thomas de Quincey and his works, Tennyson and his Teach- 
ers, Hugh Miller, John Ruskin, The Modern Novel, ete. No such volume of 
brilliant literary essays, we are assured, has come forth from the press since 
Macaulay's Miscellanies first appeared. The work has been prepared ex- 
clusively for his American publishers, the most of it being printed from the 
author's manuscript. 


From papers received by the last steamer, we learn that Mr. Bayne has 
been appointed to succeed Hugh Miller in the editorial chair of the Edinburgh 
Witness. A Scotch paper, in speaking of the appointment, says: “In suc- 
ceeding Mr. Miller, he enters upon the most difficult task which could be 

igned to any journalist—that of maintaining the ——— of an ecclesias- 
Gell sewepape. which rose to an unparalleled height of success, in spite of 
the weakening influence of sectarianism, and by virtue of the fact, that it was 
eonducted by the foremost intellect of histime and country.” Doubtless, the 
difficulties of the position were fully taken into the account when Mr. Bayne 
was selected to oceupy it. Under the cireumstances, the appointment is one 
of the best evidences that could be given of the high estimation in which his 

wers of mind are held, and of the high hopes which are entertained respect- 
ing his future. Mr. Bayne is a native of Aberdeen, Scotland—that land 
whose wealth of intellect is a glorious compensation for the comparative 
poverty of her material resources.— Boston Transcript. 


A Tyrocraruicat Retic.—We mentioned a few days since that a copy of 
a very old and rare specimen of printing had recently been found in the col- 
lection of a German antiquary, and sold to the Royal Library of Berlin. We 
have since learned that the Royal Library having failed to secure this relic 
in time, it was purchased for four hundred thalers (something less than three 
hundred dollars) for the private library of a citizen of Berlin, The book 
is known among antiquaries as an IJncwnabel, having been printed in the 
fifteenth century, while the art of printing was yet in its infancy, or in cuna- 
bula. It has no title-page, but bibliographers have given it the title Mira- 
bilia Urbis Rome. The index on the second page informs the reader, in the 
German of the time of Luther, “Item, in this little book, it is written how 
Rome was built.” On page 66 commences “The History of Pope Joan.”— 
Evening Post. 

Everybody has read the London Times’ correspondence from the Crimea 
and the Coapite pictures of the war they presented. Mr. William Howard 
Russell, the writer of these letters, has had “fame and fortune brighten o’er 
him” since the war gave him an opportunity to display his ability as a writer. 
He has entered into an engagement with Mr. Willert Beale, the same lecture- 
manager for whom Thackeray is lecturing, whereby he is bound to deliver no 
lectures, except upon Mr. Beale’s account, between now and the first of 
‘April, 1858, and to be always ready, during the interval, to lecture as often 
as Mr. Beale may require, provided that it be not oftener than three nights 

r week. Of the amount of the “ consideration ” which Mr. Beale guarantees 
in return, rumor places it at $50,000, and it is very possible that in this in- 
stance rumor does not exaggerate, since the sum named, enormous as it is, 
would be more than doubled by the receipts from 156 lectures as popular as 
Mr. Thackeray’s, while there is good reason to suppose that Mr. Russell's will 
be that, at least.—What with this fifty thousand a-year, if such it be, the 
sum, for which his “ proprietors,” as Mr. Pancks would call them, insured his 
life, his salary as correspondent, and his royalty of 6d. on every copy sold of 
his “ History of the War,” Mr. Russell, in the end, will have been pretty 
well rewarded for whatever hardships he may have endured in the Crimea—

The Book and its Story, one of the most successful and interesting narra- 
tives of the day, showing the progress of the distribution of the Bible from its 
infancy to the “ Jubilee of the Bible Society,” has just been issued (54th 
thousand) at the reduced price of two shillings. 


A new weekly literary periodical is announced, to be called the Edin- 
burgh Weekly Review. 

Messrs. Southgate and Barrett announce for sale, on the 20th inst., the 
stereotype, steel, and copperplates of the Encyclopedia Metropolitana. The 
copyrights, the use of which is included, are stated to have cost £26,000, and 
the whole plant upwards of £50,000. 


The Commission entrusted by the French Government with editing for 
ublication the private correspondence of Napoleon L, has so far completed 
its Jabors that the first volume may shortly be expected. The Commission 
has appealed to foreign countries as well as to France for contributions of 
letters, despatches, and any other documents that may serve to increase the 
interest of the work it has in hand. An additional sum of £4000 has been 
granted by the French Government for the furtherance of this object. 


The Paris Academy of Inscriptions and Belles-Lettres reports that con- 
siderable progress has been made in the various Historical works in prepa- 
ration under its care. Amongst these works are—a History of the Gauls and 
of France; a History of the Crusades; a History of French Literature; Me- 
moirs of Learned Foreigners; ete. 


A curious collection of works in English literature, illustrative of the 
Shakspearian period, has recently turned up in Switzerland : it was formed 
by a Swiss resident in England during a portion of the reigns of Elizabeth and 
James I. It is to be hoped that these treasures will be thoroughly examined 
by a competent person. 


A third copy of a work, of which it was previously believed only two 
copies existed—namely, one printed with wooden plates—has lately been 
discovered, and purchased for 400 thalers for the Royal Library of Berlin. 
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It is said that the Princess de Lieven has left to M. Guizot, for the purpose 
of publication, a quantity of interesting a en and documents, which 
she had accumulated in a career so greatly distinguished from that of other 
women of fashion, by her implication in various ways in the politics of the 
period during which she lived, and her connection with so many eminent 
personages 

There are sixty-eight political, literary, scientific and industrial papers 
published at Turin. ; 


The French Government is now negoticting treaties of international copy- 
right with Wurtemburg and Frankfort. Since 1851 similar treaties have been 
concluded with England, Belgium, Spain, and sixteen out of thirty-five states 
of the Germanic Confederation.

Parry & McMitian have issued “Lectures on the British Poets,” by 
Henry Reed, late Professor of English Literature in the University of Penn- 
sylvania, in two 16mo, volumes. They are edited by Mr. W. B. Reed, brother 
of the author. The editor in his preface says: “The great success of the two 
volumes of my brother’s lectures—the first on ‘English Literature,’ and the 
second on ‘Ilistory as Illustrated by Shakspeare’s Plays,’ has induced me to 
publish another series, still more complete, on the ‘ British Poets,’ which was 
delivered by Mr. Reed in 1841. These lectures are printed from the author's 
manuscript, with no other alteration than the omission of passages which he 
had used in his second course. Anaddition has been made to these volumes 
of two essays on kindred subjects,—one on ‘ English Sonnets,’ and another 
on ‘Hartley Coleridge” The present volumes are probably the last of my 
brother’s works that I shall publish, The lectures already issued have been 
most kindly received on both sides of the Atlantic, and it would be ungrace- 
ful were I to omit, for myself and his still nearer family, an expression of the 
deep feeling with which this appreciation has inspired us.” The same firm 
also send us, “Sylvia; or, the Last Shepherd ; and other Poems,” by Thomas 
Buchanan Read, including, in addition to “ Sylvia,” a collection of “Airs from 
Alpland,” and a nuniber of Minor Poems. 


T. Netson & Sons favor us with a copy of “The Young Pilgrim, a tale 
Illustrative of the ‘ Pilgrim’s Progress,’” by A. L. O. E., authoress of the 
“Giant Killer,” &e. This pleasing allegory has been written as a child’s 
companion to the “ Pilgrim’s Progress.” In the preface the authoress says, 
“T would offer my humble work as a kind of translation—the term which was 
applied to it by a little boy to whom I was reading it in manuscript—a trans- 
lation of ideas beyond youthful comprehension, into the common language of 
daily life. I all tell the child, through the medium of a simple tale, that 
Bunyan’s dream is a solemn reality ; that the feet of the young pilgrim may 
tread the Pilgrim’s — and press on to the Pilgrim’s reward.” The book is 
a l6mo., of about three hundred pages, and embellished with a handsomely 
tinted title page. 

Ivison & Putnvyey send us the revised edition of Gray’s ‘ Manual of the 
Botany of the Northern United States,” arranged according to the natural 
system, for the use of Students and Practical Botanists. The present edition 
embraces a larger area than the first, being extended southward so as to in- 
clude Virginia and Kentucky, and westward to the Mississippi River. 
Gray’s “First Lessons in Botany and Vegetable Physiology,” which we have 
also received, is anes to the Manual. It is intended for the use of be- 
ginners, and for classes in the common and higher schools—in which the ele- 
ments of Botany, one of the most generally interesting of the Natural Sciences, 
surely ought to be taught, and to be taught correctly, as far as the instruc- 
tion proceeds. While these Lessons are made as plain and simple as they 
well can be, all the subjects treated of have been carried far enough to make 
the book a genuine Grammar of Botany and Vegetable Physiology, and a 
sufficient introduction to those works in which the plants of a country— 
especially of our own—are described. 


J. S. Reprrecp has just got out a new volume of the works of W. Gilmore 
Simms, now in course of publication. “ Vasconcelos: a Romance of the New 
World,” is one of the author’s most successful historical romances. This edi- 
tion is very neatly printed, and contains illustrations by Darley. Mr. Red- 
field also issues the fifth and concluding volume of the Miscellaneous Writings 
of the late Dr. Maginn, edited by Dr. Shelton Mackenzie. It contains the 
Fraserian Papers, with an interesting Memoir of the Author, prepared by 
Dr. Mackenzie, which, independent of its connection with the immediate sub- 
ject, is unusually attractive on account of the rich stores of collateral literary 

istory that the editor has at command. 


Tuomas N. Stanrorp has issued “The Lenten Season; Discourses on Re- 
tirement and Self-denial,” a collection of brief discourses appropriate to Lent, 
and selected with care from the works of the shining lights of the Anglo- 
Catholie Church, during the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. Jeremy 
Taylor is represented in this volume by a Sermon “On Repentance,” and 
among the names of the other Ecclesiastical writers are John Wesley, Dr. 
Clarke, and others of lesser note. The title of the book at once denotes the 
style of its contents. It is neatly reprinted from the last London edition. 





Wituam Mrxirte publishes a “Text-Book of Geometrical Drawing,” for 
the use of schools, illustrated with forty-eight steel plates. The larger work, 
from which this is abridged, has met with very general approval, and the 
present edition is well adapted for beginners. The information which it im- 
parts, has a value not yet entirely appreciated, and deserves the attention of 
all who take an interest in educational matters, 


Ticknor & Fretps favor us with the first two volumes of their beautiful 
“ Household Edition” of the Waverley Novela. This edition will comprise 
forty-eight volumes in 16mo., with many elegant illustrations, very neatly 
printed on excellent paper, and containing all the notes and tnteodestions 
with new matter never before included in any issue of these works, They 
are bound tastefully and firmly in cloth, with original designs, and are 
especially adapted for the library. The edition is appropriately dedicated 
to Washington Irving. 


W. II. Born, of 348 Broadway, N. Y., has got out a Newark Business 
Directory, a copy of which we have received. We have also to acknowledge 
the receipt of a very useful compilation from Mr, Boyd, entitled the “ News- 
paper Record,” containing a complete list of Newspapers and Periodicals in

When the minstrel doth indeed recite, neither should hearers 
buy nor sell, nor in low voice hold council ; for thus the recital is lost to him 
who speaketh, and they, methinks, who listen, cannot find therein great 
pleasure. I come, then, to recount to you tidings of the court of good King 
Arthur; he who was so worthy, so valiant, and so wise, that his name shall 
never die, but whereof shall eternally be spoken the mighty things he did; 
and the good knights, all for their prowess known, whom he did gather at 
his famed Round Table, In that court, the fairest and most loyal that ever 
shone beneath the stars, all men did find that counsel and that aid of which 
they stood in need. There triumphed right, and there were wrongs redressed. 
There dames and damsels, widows and orphans, attacked unjustly, or disin- 
herited by force, ne’er failed to meet with champions, The oppressed of all 
conditions there did find a refuge, and none e’er sought protection there in 
vain. Give, then, sweet welcome to a poem the fruit of such good place, and 
deign to listen unto it in peace.”

Messrs. D. APPLETON & Co.—Gentlemen ;—I perceive by advertisements in the morn- 
ing papers that certaia parties areendeavoring to cast retlections on your editions of Spiers’ 
and Surenne’s French Dictionaries. Though I have no interest in these works, yet, as ed- 
itor of the larger one, entitled “ Spiers’ and Surenne’s French and English Pronouncing 
Dictionary,” | may without eg ge ask the privilege of saying a few words on the 
subject. The public will be able to judge of the comparative merits of your edition and 
the “authorized edition,” the superiority of which is so strongly affirmed by the parties 
publishing it, when they are informed of the following facts: Sixteen months of hard labor 
were devoted to a revision of the work by your American editor—a critical examination 
having proved to his satisfaction that, though Professor Spiers’ general plan was an excel- 
lent one, and though he had done much to entitle him to the gratitude of students, yet that 
many important terms, definitions and idioms were omited, and that the value of the work 
was materially impaired by carelessness of execution and inaccuracies calculated to bewil- 
der and annoy those who consulted it.

of their shades of meaning, both wanting in the Paris edition, were introduced alphabeti- 
cally, and four thousand new French words, authorized by the best usage, were inserted. 
These features were of euch self-evident importance, that, as far as my knowledge goes, 
the American edition was everywhere hailed as a great improvement on the Paris work. 
Washington Irving, who is certainly a competent judge, and who does not express an 
opinion inconsiderately, says in regard to this work: “ As far as I have had time to exam- 
ine.it, it appears to me that Mr. Quackenbos, by his revisions, corrections, and additions, 
has rendered the Paris edition, already so excellent, the most complete and valuable lexi- 
con now in print.’ The late John C. Spencer wrote as follows: “I already own a copy 
of Spiers’, published in Paris and Boston in 1849 ; yours appears more compact, and yet in 
all respects equal to that, and in definition and pronunciation superior.” Similar opinions 
have been expressed by the best scholars in the country, whose testimony is no doubt con- 
clusive to all—except Prof. Spiers and the American publishers of his “ authorized edition.” 
As to the smaller French Dictionary which you publish, and which Prof. Spiers makes 
the object of special attack, with the preparation of this, as you are aware, I have nothing 
to do. I can only say that it has been in use for some years in my school, and that my 
French classes have found it considerably more useful than “ Moore’s Prophetic Almanack 
for the year of our Lord 1699"—Prof. Spiers’ opinion to the contrary notwithstanding. 
During the time that it has been so employed, I have heard no complaints respecting it 
trom either scholars or teachers.
